act would be an admission of. the illegality 
of their past existence; they protest their 
respect and submission to the present institu- 
tions of the country, and deny all preten- 
sions to independence of the secular power. 
But they assert that the moral and. spiritual 
ends they purse do not permit them to at 
tach themselves exclusively to any political 
régime.» They “‘‘have-no other flag than 
that. of Christian .charity.”’ ..They reject, 
then,. “‘all- solidarity with political passions | 
and -parties,”’ and “‘nourish the hope that. 
the Government will benevolently welcome 
their sincere and loyal: declarations,’ and 
will allow them to: ‘‘continue without re- 
straint the works of prayer, instruction, and 
charity.to which they have consecrated their 
lives:’* » This declaration puzzles the French 
Republicans who were not admitted to 
knowledge .of its origin. .

their perverted imaginations? Surely, those 
who prefer health to disease are more intelli- 
’gent than those who have the opposite pref- 
erence. 

About -this time of year the alleged vic- 
tims of hay fever undergo their annual at- 
‘tack. It is admitted that there is something 
very mysterious about this disease. ite chief 
symptoms are a profuse use of the pocket- 
handkerchief and an invincible determina: 
tion on the part of the patient to leave town 
and go to some pleasant country resort. 
The origin of the hay fever has completely 
baffled our-ablest physicians. Led astray by 
the name, they have tried to prove that it is 
produced by over-indulgence in hay,’ but not 
a single case has been traced to this. cause, 
Hay fever patients are never addicted to the 
use of hay; although certain ministersaf- 
fected with the.disease have been known to 
feed their congregations on husks and chaff. 
So far'as hay fever has any connection with 
hay, the connection consists in the fact that 
the patient usually goes into ‘the country in 
haying-time. ‘In fact, this'is the only ex- 
planation of ‘the name that. can be given. 
The more the doctors investigate it the less 
they find out. about it. The: theories. that 
occasional doctors have invented have 
shown a good deal’ of ingenuity, but they 
have been entirely untenable. The simple 
truth ig that the medical men know nothing 
of the origin of the: disease, and have dis- 
covered no efficient remedy for it. 

There are several very curious features in 
the condact of the sufferers from hay fever.
